Algiers, as you are aware, is.just across

the Mississippi, opposite trie city. It is
a place of aomo o,Q00 inhabitants, who
in race are pretty evenlv divided between
whites and blackB, and previous to the
fire which burned up a considerable portionof it some two weeks since, was a

very beautiful and attractive place. The
most conspicuous and consequently the
most noticeable features of the town in
the way of public buildings are the magnificent,ofliceB and depots of the great

Tiie town of Algiers in laid out with a

great deal of taste. Home of the street*,
with their nicely-shaded sidewalks, are

exceedingly pretty, and a promenade
there is one of the most refreshing luxuries,after experiencing the scalding heat
of- the city. The houses are mostly
frame structures of the charming cottage
style, but few beiug above one story in
height. There are one or two hotels
which I take to be first-class, judging
from appearances; and as for saloon*,
Algiers, like all Southern towns that I
have ever been in, has u liberal supply.
Another noticeable feature of the place
is that a majority of the people of both
races seem to be, as we say in the North
"pretty well fixed." The houses seem tc
be the property mostly of those who residein them, and, sm far- as observable
display great neatness, cleanliness and
good tasto in their internal arrange
inents. Not a few of them are the resi
dences of the principal business men ol
New Orleans.

Carroll ton is another very pleasant
suburb.
